Ottawa, January 6, 2000 — Following a highly successful 25-cent coin series for 1999, Royal 
Canadian Mint President Danielle Wetherup today unveiled the numismatic product line for the 
Year 2000. This year's series will feature images reflecting the values and aspirations of 
Canadians at the dawn of a new century. 


A new coin design will be launched each month, beginning with Pride featuring the work of 
Donald F. Warkentin, of Winnipeg, Manitoba. The coins can either be collected individually or 


purchased as a set. 


The 2000 Commemorative Set, a deluxe set composed of twelve Sterling Silver 25-cent coins in 
frosted relief on brilliant background, is available for $149.95 ($101.45 U.S.), The complete 
series is presented in an oval-shaped clam style case covered with black material, embossed 
with the millennium logo, and comes with a Certificate of Authenticity. 


The 2000 Souvenir Set, which features all twelve 2000 25-cent coins in brilliant uncirculated 
finish, is specially priced at $24.95 ($16.95 U.S.). The coins are displayed on an easel featuring 
an aerial photograph of Canada. A 2000 Commemorative medallion is only available with the 
Royal Canadian Mint Souvenir Set. The medallion, titled The Maple Leaf Forever, was designed 
by Maurice Bissonnette. It presents a collage of maple leaves to symbolise our natural and 


cultural diversity. 


Each of the 2000 Sterling Silver Proof 25-cent Coins is available. The individual coins, priced at 
$14.95 ($10.45 U.S.) each, are presented in a deluxe display case accompanied by a Certificate 


of Authenticity.
